Binee our last, we have found an opportunity of 
visiting the Aeademy of Fine Arts now open for 
ka sixteenth Anoual Exhibition. The establishment 
ef this Academy in Philadelphia formed an era in 
the Arts—and, though it was projected and ae- 
eomplished by those who had attained eminence in 
execution, or eclebrity for refined taste, still it 
roust be consklered as in noemall degree contri 
buting to the cuviable rank which our city now 
boils in those pleasing and profitable Arts which 
hk is meant to foster and eneourage. The Academy 
of Fine Arts may in some respects be considered 
asa private institution, inasmuch as our govern- 
mcet does not extend public patronage to the Arts;
